: Badly Beat the SberifTs 
Posse. 



Blows Fall Thick and Fast on the 
Bepresentatives of United 
States La'nr. 



PiTTSDURa, Sept. 7.— The eflbrta to 
evict the Btriking miners of the Pitta- 
burg and Cbiano Gaa Goal Co. at Or- 

angeville, one and a half miles from Gas- 
tonville, reaulted in a riot of no mean 
proportione to-day and the utter failure 
on the part of the company to accom- 
plish its object. The strikers, headed by 
100 Polish women, closed in on the depu- 
tiea, who received rough usage. Headed 
by the same women the strikers rushed 
on the deputies this morning and 
blows fell thick and fast. The depu- 
ties slowly made their way to Orange* 
ville, taking all of the above insults 
and injuries, but never dring a shot. 
Finally they took refuge in a vacant 
iiouse, closely followed by the mob, 
whicli quickly surrounded the building 
and threatened to burn it. The depu- 
ties were ordered to leave, and after a 
))arley decided to do ao. .\linost every 
man in the posse was cut and bleeding, 
and Beveral were seriouely hurt. As the 
(ielented deputies ran the sianntlet they 
were greeted by Liases, curses and ridi- 
cule. The strikers then closed behind 
them and marched into the station, 
where they took the train for Washing- 
ton. 

HAWAIIAN SITUATION. 

Admiral Beardslee Gives an Impartial View 
of the Subject. 

San Francisco, Sept. 0.— Admiral L. 
A. Beardslee, who had been in command 
of the. Pacific Etjuadron for three years, 
arrived yesterday from Honolulu on the 
steamer Alameda. Having been suc- 
ceeded in command by Hear Admiral 
Miller, ho will proceed to Washington 
city in a few days, wliere he will act aa 
president of the examining boaid. In 
speaking of the condition of aflaira in 
the Hawaiian islands, Admiral HuardKlee 
said : 

" At the time of the arrival of my suc- 
cessor it seema there were expectations 
that the American flag would be found 
iioatini; from the lilxecutive Mansion. 
We, who were on the spot, h.id heard 
notliin}^ of the poBsibility of .lapaneen 
uniibxation of the islanda. which had 
had Buch a di8(|uieling effect in this 
couiUry. That was undoubtedly a false 
alarm. The Japanese are nuriiorifally 
strong in the islands, and if they have 
any ulterior designs, aa has buen re- 
ported, tliey niidht ])rove troublesome. 
Hut they have l)een ordered to remain 
(juiet, and their oHicial repreeentali ve 
took a conepicuouB part in the celebra- 
tion of Declaration Day. 

"The political situation in the islands 
ia unhealthy, and the two parties look 
on each other with vigilant suspicion. 
In the main the annexation sentiment 
ia rather favored than opposed. Uf 
course, the American population in- 
cliiilea its warmeat advocates, but a 
lar^o part of the natives and half-whitea 
look ui)un it unenthusiastically and ac- 
cejit it only in i)refererico to aiuiexatioii 
to .lapan. There ia a BtronK feeling that 
the country ia being disposed of without 
haviii}; any voiee in llio matter, anil the 
greater part of the natives, while (|uiea- 
cunt, are not in accord with tlio govern - 
nieut whiuli has replaced the monarcliy. 
They are more apathetic than antagon- 
iatic. 

"The Dole government lias been so 
wisely maintained that there is no 
j;rounil for impeachment. At the same 
tiMio, the natives feel a want of coiili- 
dcnce in the atliuinistration. The jjopu- 
lation is of such a heterogeneous charac- 
ter that the varioas elements do not 
easily assimilate. The whites and many 
of the half-whites favor the republican 
form of government, but the natives are 
royalists at heart, and are disposed to 
legard Lilluokalani as a martyr, whose 
chief fault was that the fell into the 
hands of evil advisers." 



ATLANTIC FAST LINE. 

Hr. Peterson Denies Ttaat His Company Are 
Unable to Finance the Project. 

London, Sept. 7. — Mr. Peterson em- 
phatically denies the statement in which 

.lohii Torrance, of the Dominion line, is 
tjuoted as saying that the I'eteraon, Tate 
it Co. fast Canadian steamship line pro- 
ject ia dead, owiuK to the fact that the 
company has been unable to finance it. 
Mr. Peterson states that the organiza- 
tion necessary to carry out the new 
steamship service ia progressing rapidly.

A MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 

Trial of Haynes For the Shooting of Two 
Women, 

Watertown, N.Y., Sept. 7.— The trial 
of Edward 0. Haynes. the private in the 
0th Infantry, who is accused of the mur- 
der of Mrs. Mary Daly and Mrs. Wilbur 
Crouch, began in this city this morning 
before Judge Wright. On the evening 
of April 15 Haynes engaged a rig of a 
liveryman. He went to the barracks 
and got Mrs. Wilbur Crouch and Mary 
Daly, two domestics employed by a Mr. 
Anderson, and took them for a drive. 
Early the next morning the rig returned 
to the livery stable and the bodies 
of the two women were found 
they having been shot. Half an 
hour after the arrival of the rig 
at the livery Haynes, the soldier, 
staggered into the mess hall in a faint- 
ing condition with a number of bullets 
in his body, He accused Wilbur Crouch, 
the husband of one of the murdered wo- 
men, of committing the crime. Crouch 
was placed under arrest and brought to 
this city bnt liberated on May 16. Th en 
the grand jury indicted Haynes. One 
interestinK feature of the trial will be 
that the X ray machine will be offered 
in evidence, and the defence will have 
aa a witness Dr. Gilbert Gannon, of this 
city, who applied bis X ray machine to 
Haynes. 

SILVER ADVANCE. 

Reasons 'Wby the Price Has Gone Up a 
LitUe. 

LoNnoN, Sept, 7.— The advance in the 
price of silver is supposed to be due to 
the holding back of supplies by Ameri- 
cana and by the idea that silver cur- 
rency will be wanted inlndia. The pur- 
chases will be for immediate, shipment, 
for people having contracts to falfil in 
India and China. The Times and Stan- 
dard concur in the opinion that the im- 
preaaion that India will buy silver is a 
mistaken one. The currency depart- 
ment of India holds thirteen laks of 
rupees which would be released against 
gold in the event of gold being exported 
in India.

JIoBii.i:, Sept. 7.— Despite the quaran- 
tine about 100 persons from the infected 
district tried to get into Mobile on the 
midnight train, but the police surround- 
ed the train and only four passengers 
were let oil', they being brought from 
New Orleans and being subject to exam- 
ination by the physicians here. The 
others were taken to a point above Mo- 
bile, where they will be transferred to a 
west bound train and taken back where 
they came from. It is said that excite- 
ment down the road ia very great, and 
the crowds of people who went into New 
Orleans on the late train did not wait for 
their baggage and some did not even 
fully clothe themselves, such was their 
hurry to leave. 

N.'i'w Orleans, Sept. 7. — Many small 
towns in Mississippi and Louisiana have 
quarantined against New Orleans, bat 
the barriers are likely to be raised at 
once if no more cases develop here. 

SOUDAN CAMPAIGN. 

Berber Occupied by Soudanese Friendly to 
the British. 

I.DNDON, Sept. 7. — A special dispatch 
from Cairo says tliat Berber, the next 
town of importance on the Nile in the 
advance ol the Anglo-K^yptian exjiedi- 
lion upon Iviiartoiim, has been occupied 
by Soudanese friendly to the Jirilish. 
Berber is only about 200 miles, as the 
crow flies, from Khartoum. 

iMajor-General Hunter, with four gun- 
boats, has gone to Berber. General 
Herbert Kitchener, the British com- 
mander-in-chief, will follow immedi- 
ately. 

THE ENGINE WAS STBONGEST. 

A Couple of Men Killed in Collision 'with a 
Locomotive. 

Ko.Mic, N. v., Sept. 7. — James Ver- 
shaui and Herbert Kosevelt were struck 
by a train and killed to-day while driv- 
ing acroas the Ontario and Western 
crossing at North Bay. A third member 
of the party, Hy. Williams of Fish 
Creek, waa injured internally and is not 
expected to live. The crossing had not 
been considered dangerous, but tor some 
reason the men did not see an approach- 
ing train, and were struck before they 
could get off the track.

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JAPAN TO ARBITRATE. 



Text of Acceptance of the Proposal 
to Adjust Differences With 
Hawaii. 



Tlie Kin? of the Belgians Has 
Been Named aa the Sole 
Beferee. 



WASHisaTOx, D.C., Sept. 7— Tlio full 
text of the formal acceptance by the 
Japanese government of the proposal to 
arbitrate its diirdrence with Hawaii has 
been received in this city, and a copy 
was to-day delivered to Secretary Sher- 
man by the aecretary of the Japaneee 
legation, Mr. Mataui. It is from Count 
Okainua, minister of foreiijn affairs to H, 
Sbimaura, Japanese niiuigter to Hawaii- 
After auicnowledging the receipt of 
Hawaii's flfl'er of arbitration, it 
says: "The Imperial government 
are firmly convinced that their coin- 
plaints in this matter are well-founded 
and their demands are just and reason- 
able. Nc-ertbeless in a spirit of concil- 
iation and in the hope that their action 
may contribute to the good relations of 
the two countries, they have reeolved to 
accept, subject to certain neoeesiiry limi- 
tations and qu^iflcatione, the proposal 
of the government of Hawaii." 

The Japanese gofernment proposes 
that the King of the Belgians hIiuH be 
sole arbitrator, that the essential facts 
of the case shall be agr«ed to by the two 
goTernmenta before sabmieaion to the 
arbitrators, that the arbitrators shall 
address his deciston to the points of 
divergence aa desired ia advancei and 
that the Japanese jjovernment does not 
consent to the rejection of laborers un- 
less they cannot prove ownerehip of $50 
each, nor the applicability of tiie treaty 
of 1871 to Japanese subjects other thau 
those of the merchant class. A detailed 
statement of which the Japanese govern- 
ment wishes to restrict the scope of tbe 
arbitration is set forth in instructions to 
the minister.

PUNCHED THE EMPEROR'S HEAD. 

"Truth's" Strange Story ot a German Of- 
ficer's Deatli. 

London', Sept. 7.— Mr. Henry Labou- 
chere in Truth to-day, once more pub- 
lishea the intimation that Lieut. Von 
llahnke's death was a sequel to the black 
eye which Emperor William received at 
about that time. According to one story 
th.e lieutenant stung by the Emperor's 
sharp words resented to the extent ot 
blacking Ilia Majesty's eye, and then 
took his own life. Truth, in 
to-dav'a issue commenting on the 
airnir', says: "We have received a 
letters saying that on the day following 
on llahnke's death, a dummy figure of 
the same size and weight was tossed in 
the torrent in order to test its efliciency. 
When the dummy was drawn in it was 
found to Ijo torn to pieces and everybody 
agrees that Von tiahnkea' body must 
have met a similar fate. Yet since the 
appearance of Truth's remarks, it is an- 
nounced from IJerlin that the body had 
been recovered after six weeks in the 
raging torrent and that it will be brought 
Qiome for burial."

'bugs.' O'Connor accepted mis tieinori- 
Btratiou lis an inciiiienl convulaion, iiiul 
proceeded to rush his captive to the etu- 
tion. Ditmar wiggled his lingers fa.-iter 
jind faster, and hung back as beat he 
<!0uld. He also waved his iiands about 
and made grand bailing signs of distress 
to the general public as he did bia invol- 
tmtary canter. When they reached the 
Btation Ditmar was scared half to death. 
He was working both hands and his face 
and rolling his eyes. This looked like 
jnore convulsions, and a hurry cnll was 
eent for an ambulance. Dr. Keidel , oi the 
Eastern Dif-triet hospital, responded ou 
the run. lie went right at Uitmar, who 
was more indignant than ever when he 
loiiiicl an emetic forced down his throat, 
ami became frantic when be was jerked 
on his back by a squad ot policemen and 
a atoin.-ich pump was introduced into his 
system and operated at double pressure, 
lie fouu'ht manfully for bis life, biit in 
vain. Ho emild not understand what 
wag being done to him or what it was 
being done for. The surgeon pumped 
-and the emetic attended to baainese 
faithluUy and Ditmar at last resigned 
himself to the new method of BBsastiina- 
tion. They got about everything else 
excejit poison out of him. lie lay back 
exlr.uislad, but continued to wiggle 
feeble protests on his lingers. 

Tigho, the doorman, wlio had crowded 
into the group towateli the purforiiianuB, 
Builtleiily recognized the sign language 
and shouted; " !Sto|) the puinpl " Aa 
'the fcurgeon ))aused Ditmar, feeling 
Boine cessation on tlio process ot deple- 
tion, sat up and spelled faster. Then 
BOihebody. who could reiul liis fingera in- 
■terpreted. lie was begging to be sjiaied. 
The surgeon packed up his instruments 
and left disgusted. He was not, how- 
ever, so much dieeusted as Ditmar. iu 
ifact the feeling of disgust was the only 



thing Ditmar had inside of him at that 
time. The police gave him a strong 
stimulant, but he said thing? on his 
fingers to O'Connor which it la as well 
that that oHicer could not comprehend.

Another Letter Received From a Victorian 
OA His Way- to tbe Klondyke. 

P. A. Phillips, the Yates street soda 
water mauutactiirer, is in receipt of a 
second letter from hie brother, dated 
Skagway, August 28, and wliich contains 
mucli general information. The writer, 
as will be remembered, was some weeks 
ago reported to have been killed by a 
kick from a horee. He states that 
though struck by the animal in the 
stomaeh he was not badly Injured. The 
letter says : When we first came 
here there was not a Indlding 
and now there are about one hundred. 
You have to pay 11 for shooing a horse 
and 25 cents a piece for nails, with a 
scarcity at that price. We are sending 
two representatives on in advance of our 
party, so tliat when we do reach our des- 
tination we won't get left. Mr. (4. Kice 
runs the jiack train here. He ^ays he 
was over theStickeen trail and that it ia 
not up to much. Ho says you have to 
pack about luO miles on the route, and 
wlien a pack-train travels over the trail 
a half dozen times the mud will be very 
bad. After giving a description ot the 
trail, the writer says he is uoiiig into the 
lake ou his next trip. There he will get 
a two or a three ton boat that will cost 
him $125; or $160. At those prices, 
tie states, boats are hard to 
gee, and orders have to be given four 
weeks before they are filled. The writer 
further states that he will exhaust all 
n^eana in getting into the Yukon, and if 
be fails he will return to the Coast and 
work until spring rather than brave tbe 
rigorous cold of wintorin the mountai ns. 
There are about lifty horaea dead lying j 
along the trail. Harry Ilanling has sold 
out Ilia oiillit, the letter conlinues, and t 
ia coming back. "Joe Levy ia going in I 
with the liretnen, all of whom are work- 
ing hard. Petticrew is a wonder, ile j 
packs too pounds on his back. I pack | 
100 pounds for ten miles, and feel like a 
spring chicken."

OUR VISITOIiS. 

The visit of the British Aasociatiou to 
this province is an event of supreme in- 
terest and will doubtless be of great 
niaterlal advantttge. The members of 
this distinguished body are careful ob 
aervere, and those who had the good for- 
tune to come in contact with tliem will 
testify that they used every opjjortunity 
at their disposal to the best advantage. 
Hiebly trained in their several lines, 
they know how toappreciate things that 
come under their notice and they will 
carry back with them a valuable and ex 
tensive fund of information about our 
province. One and all expressed them- 
selves aa creatly impressed with the 
prospects before iiritish Columbia. They 
all return to their homes convinced that 
here on the Pacific ocean is what is des- 
tined to become the scene of great pros- 
perty. It is impossible that such a party 
can return even from a hurried visit to our 
province without becoming to a greater 
or less degreechampionsof our interests. 
They will no longer regard British Col- 
umbia aa an unknown land of which all 
manner of exaggerations may be circu- 
lated, but as one of which their personal 
knowledge tells them that too much can 
hardly be eaid. The visit of this party 
will be a red letter day in British Colum- 
bia history. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA FRUIT. 

Professor S.tundera, who has charge of 
the experimental farms, says that the 
experiments at Aeassiz have established 
the fact that of certain fruits, notably 
apples, pears, plums and peaches, Brit- 
ish Columbia can produce all that are 
needed for home consumption and an 
immense exportable surplus. The ex- 
periments with fruit at Agaseiz have 
proved very Buccessful, and it is inter- 
esting to note that nuts, such as almonds, 
filberts, English and Japanese walnuts, 
have been tried and promise very well. 
Of the fruits named above three things 
may be said: Tlioy yield abundantly, 
they are fine in lleah and delicate in 
flavor. Tlie California fruit sold in Vic- 
toria is not by any means satisfactory, 
one reason being that it is usually picked 
before it is ripe, but there is another 
reaaon for the superiority of our fruits, 
which is embraced in tlie recounized 
rule in the ve<»etable iiinj^iloiri t.';;it 
jilants are at their greatest perfection 
the nearer they approach the northern 
limit of their successful cultivation. 
This is further illustrated at Agassiz, 
where orchards are planted on benches 
at various altitudes, the hiKhest being 
l.OSO feet above the sea level. It is 
found that the more excjuisitely flavored 
fruit is grown on the higher benches, 
elevation l.'eing eciuivalent to more nor- 
therly latitude. 

The Agassiz experiments demonstrate 
that the area in this province suitable 
for fruit is very large, and embraces 
localiliea which are quite unadapted for 
cultivation of any other kind. There 
are thousands of acres on Vancouver 
Island which Profeeaor Saunders says 
are every bit aa well adapted to fruit as 
is the farm at A^aesiz. The experi- 
ments are being conducted on a very ex- 
teoEive scale. ^Hundreds of varieties 
are being tried, and all parts of 
the world are being laid under 
tribute for varieties. Thus several hnn« 
dred sorts were last year imported from 
Gf rmatiy. .Japan plums have been tried 
and found tp do much better than in 
their native soil. It must not be under- 
stood that all the varieties tried suc- 
ceed, for in point of fact the majority of 
them do not yield well enough to render 
tlu-ni (leeirable for cultivation in this 
jiioviiice; but every orcliardiat will con- 
cede that it is nearly as important to 



know what varieties will not succeed as 
it is to know what will. 

The BuperintendenV of the farm ia 
prepared to furnish a number of scions 
of approved kinds to those who ask for 
them. He cannot supply them in com- 
mercial (juantities, as yet at any rate, 
but such as he haa to spare, he will 
gladly send out on request. Doubtless 
many persons will avail themselves of 
this privilege. 

. It is is not easy to over-estimate the 
good results that will accrue to British 
Columbia from the full" development 
of this great industry. One advantage 
will be the production at home of an 
abundance of an agreeable and whole- 
some food. Another will be that the 
large imports of fruit from California 
will be cut down to what is needed be 
fore our own supply becomes fit for con 
sumption, which means the saving of a 
good deal of money to the province 
Another is tliat a large shipping trade 
can certainly be developed. The East, 
the prairie section and the northern 
mines will take our fruit, and there has 
already sprung up a demand in Japan, 
Indeed it is no exaggeration to say that 
British Columbia will one day find her 
orchards a greater source of wealth than 
her gold mines.

There is really no excuse for the es 
teemed Times working itself up into a 
frenzy. Its last craze is over certain 
" tliroats aud abuse " which the Colo- 
nist ia alleged to have directed against 
tlie Opposition press. May we beg it to 
be a little specific? We are not going to 
ask very much of it. Simply one little 
sentence of abuse, simply one small 
threat truthfully quoted from the Colo- 
NtsT will do. We will go further, and if 
one single word of abuse, either of the 
Opposition press or any member of the 
Opposition, can be quoted from the 
Colonist— juat one word that any man 
can say can by any construction of lan- 
guage ho called abuse, we will most 
humbly apologize tor having employed 
it and will not oll'end again. Wo have 
held a mirror up so that our Opposition 
friends could see just what they look 
like, but it is not our fault that 
they do not like the reflection. One day 
a settler in the backwoods bought a 
small looking-glass and carried it home 
in a basket. His little boy, who had 
never seen one before, peeped into 
the basket, aud, seeing his face 
reflected, jumped back, exclaiming, 
" Father's brought home a cub." 
We can suppose that some such process 
aa this went on in the Times oflice yes- 
terday morning ; but surely the Colon- 
ist ia not to blame for complying, so far 
aa its contemporary ia concerned, witli 
the aspiration of Burns, and enabliug it 
to see itself as others see it. 

The Times tells us that the opposition 
press will not be deterred by our abuse 
and threats from agitating for reforms. 
May we ask who is trying to deter them? 
Are we not indeed endeavoring to get 
them to begin the good work of reform 
where charity ought to begin — at home. 
There is something very amusing about 
the frenzy of the Times. For weeks the 
Colonist has been the object of every 
spiteful epithet that the opposition press 
could invent. The attack has even ex- 
tended to coarse personalities against the 
editor of thia paper. Wo have made 
absolutely no reply. We have aimi)ly 
exi)rea8ed the aiuiiEement which we feel 
at such puerile efforts to conduct a poli- 
tical campaign. We have not tried to 
express the infinite disgust which every 
iecent man feels at the campaign of 
falsehood, forgery and invective of whicli 
the C(^LONisT is the victim.

Members of the British Association 
aid ladies of tho party to tho number of 
forty or more, and nearly an equal num- 
ber of ladies and gentlemen from Vic- 
toria, took advantage of the kindness of 
Mr, James Dunsmuir, who placed a train 
at their disposal, to make a journey over 
the E. In. railway yesterday. The 
train, which consisted of three cara, left 
Victoria at y a,in. At Duncan some of 
the party disembarked and spent the 
day very enjoyably visiting the Indinn 
reservations. The remainder of the 
party went on to Nanaimo, where an 
elegant cold lunch was served in the 
Hotel Wilson. Fifty-flve persons sat 
down to Inncb, including, besides those 
who went from Victoria, Mayor and 
Mrs. Davidson, of Nanaimo. After the 
toast of the Queen had been drunk, 
Mayor Redferu in a very neat 
speech, in which ho briefly sketched 
ttic work of the British Association 
and esiiresaed the gratification which tho 
people of Victoria felt in being able to 
entertain them, proposed the health of 
the British Associiition, coupling with it 
the names of Sir John lovane, president, 
and Lord Kelvin, tho retiring president. 

Sir John Evans reaponded briefly. He 
spoke of the great pleasure the associa- 
tion had derived from its visit to Can- 
ada, and of the many things they had 
learned. He was particularly impressed 
by the loyal and patriotic spirit evinced 
by the people. Keferring to the recep- 
tions extended to them eteewhere, where 
speech-making formed a principal 
feature of the occasions, he said it was 
pleasant to bo where no speech was re- 
quired of him e.N:cept such as was necea- 
flary to exprcea the thanks of the asso- 
ciation to the jieople of Victoria for their 
kindness, and especially to Mr, Duns- 
muir for [lis courtesy in affording them 
the opportunity to visit the coal mines, 
Mayor Uavidaon, of Xanaimo, then 
briefly spoke of the pleasure it gave him 
as Mayor of Niuiaiiiio to welcome 80 dig- 
tinguished a party, and assured them 
that though we were not as great Britiah 
scientists as our visitors, we were every 
whit aa good British subjects. 

God Save the Queen was then sung 
and tbe party returned to the train and 
went on to Wellington where a hurried 
visit was paid to the coal mines. Prof. 
Frnner remained in Nanaimo and went 
down into one of the mines there. 

The run home was without ini:ident, 
the ]>arty arriving at a few minatea past 
six o'clock. 1 luring tlie day there were 
a few s-hinvers, but otherwiee the weather 
wiui delightful. I'lie country looked very 
beanti fii 1 anil the whole |)arty enjoyed 
the trip in the aioat thorough faaliioii.

THE TAX SALE BY-LAW. 

Important Judgment Given by Mr. Justice 
Drake Upon tbe Subject of Sale 
for Taxes. 

Some question having arisen as 1o the 
legality of the sales made of j)roperty in 
tho uity for arrears of taxes under the 
tax sale bydaw, ISOti, an ex-parto ap- 
plication was made by Mr. 0. Puboie 
Mason on behalf of the city to the 
Supreme court. 

The following judgment of the Hon, 
Justice Drake will be read with interest : 

By the Municipal Clauses Act tbe 
municipality can pass a by-law for sale 
at public auction of land and improve- 
ments lor unpaid taxes, provided the 
taxes shall be in arrear for two years 
previous to the passing of the bydaw, 
and the by-law can aleo etato what 
notice of the intended sale shall he given 
to the owners of property liable to be 
sold and in what manner such notiee 
ehall he given to the.n or their agents. 
.•V bylaw was passed tho 3rd .Tuly, 1890, 
(1 ireeting the collector to prepare a list, 
of ]>roperty to be sold, sueh list to be 
published for one month prior to tlie 
sale. TJie by-law further directs the 
collector at least two moutha before the 
day of sale to deposit in the post office 
to the address of the owner or to the 
agent of such owner a notice in writing 
of the amount of taxes due and tbe pro- 
perty that is to be sold for such arrears, 
and in case the address of the owner or 
agent is unknown, a notice to tbe same 
effect shall be posted on tbe land to be 
sold. The sale was to bo the ,33 rd day 
alter the first publication in a news- 
paper and the place of sale wne fixed 
with power to adjourn. Certain pro- 
perty was advertiseil for sale on LiHtli 
August, tlie sale to take plaee on the Ist 
Uctober, 1S9(!, and on that day luid at a 
Bubsecinent adjourned day snmlry lots 
and ])i)rtiona oi lots were sold. By sec- 
tion 150 of tlie act the purchaeerB at any 
Buoh sale are to receive from the col- 
lector a certilicate stating what propor- 
tion of the laud and interest thereon has 
been sold, and further stating that a 
deed will be executed at any time after 
the expiration of one year from the day 
oil whieh an order may be made by a 
jiulgc ii[ tho Supreme court confirming 
till' ei\]v. uiilesa the property is previously 
ri'dei'iued, Biii'.h order to bo made on 
petilioii of the collector and on prouf to 
the satifilaction of the judge that notice 
of the Bale and of the consi (luonce 
thereof has been served on the person, 
or if more than one then on each of the 
pereona who, at the time oi the service 
thereof appeared on tho register of the 
said city in which the real property is 
situate, aa owner or tho holder of a re- 
gistered charge, or that substituted ser- 
vice has been effected in such manner 
as any such judge may have directed. 

Tho petition is now before me of tho 
collector asking for a conliriuation of the 
sales, It appears that the collector de- 
posited tho notices of the intended 
sale in tho post office under sec- 
tion 5 of the by-law, in many cases 
merely ndtlresBed" " A. B., City," with- 
out knowing whether the person ad- 
dressed was a resident in the city or not. 
Although this may be a compliance with 
the by-Taw, it does not satiety the obvi- 
ous intention of the act. Tho act states 
that tho judge is to be satisfied that the 
notice of sale has to be served on the 
persons who appear on tbe city rej^ister ; 
this I consider to m^n the notice re- 
ferred to in section 6 of the by-law. The 
posting of a letter with no more distinct 
address than " City " ia no evidence that 
the person aJdressed has received the 
notice. Personal serviso is tho service 
conleniplated by the not; and if that 
cannot he ellected, then some eervice 
which will satisfy a judge that the notice 
haa come to the kiiu wledge of the person, 
nd'ected inuHt bo shown. The posting of 
the notice on tho land is one of tho 
iiiethodB pointed out by the by-law. But 
it does not make the posting equivalent 
to service on the person. When tho 
peraons whose property is to be sold 
ciinuot be found or their addresses dis- 
covered, then the collector can apply to 
a judge for substituted service, and each 
ciso will be couaidered 'and the best

•jiriaa Sea, who was seated within the 
rail, came lorward at the reqiieat of His 
Worship, and in presenting the parch- 
ment to her the Mayor said he iel.t sure 
that everyone in Victoria would feel 
gratified to learn that Bliss Sea's efTorts 
in eavinK ttie lives of the two men on 
July 4th had been recognized by the 
Eoyal Canadian Humane Asaouiution. 

Miaa Sea gracefully accepted the teati- 
uaonial, which waa eucloded in a leatlier 
case, uaying that it came to her alto- 
gether in. the nature of a enrprise. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 
of the council were then read and on 
motion adopted. 

A letter from the deputy minister of 
the interior, acknowledi^ing the receipt 
ot a copy of the resolutions passed itt a 
public uieeliii!,' called to consider the 
proposed mining regulationa, and pro- 
iniHing that the same should be laid be- 
fore the minister upon hia return, was 
received and filed, 

Major C. T. Dupont addressed the 
council in a stronsly worded coiuniuriica- 
tion, emphasining the danger which 
threatens pedeatriana and drivers of 
vehicles owing to the presence of tlie 
steam aaw.on the streetB, nienlioning a 
serious accident which had been met 
-with by some of the members of bis 
lamily owing to the horse they were 
driving being frightened by the steam 
saw. 

The Mayor fully endoraed all that the 
Major stated in his letter, and said that 
only that evening he had eeen tiie steam 
saw coming along one of the streets 
emitting clouds of steaui sudicient to 
friyhteu any horse. 

It was also pointed out tluit when the 
periuiasiou was granted lor the use of the 
Bteain saw, one of the princii)al argu- 
ments addutied waa that its use would 
obviate the nece.'jsity for the employ- 
ment of Chinese labor in sawing wood, 
■whereas it seemed that with the excep- 
tion of one white man to run the en- 
gine, all the help employed was Chin- 
ese. After several of the aldermen liad 
ex prensed their views, all pronouncing 
the steam saw to be a menace to the 
safety of those who 'jse the atreels, it 
■was decided to lay .Major Dupoul'a let- 
ter on the table for future couBideration. 

Measra. lhake, .hu^kaon it Itehncken 
■HTOte in rej^ard to the geweraj^e connec- 
tion ordered to be made on Alra. liauin- 
gart's property, and olleriug to meet the 
sinveraKC committee, or, as an alterna- 
tive, offering on behalf of their client to 
do the necessary work at an eatimated 
coatpf $280, provided the conncil would 
reimburse the cost of the same. After 
some discussion it was finally decideiJ 
to accept the latter proposition, and .Mrs. 
Baumgurt will be authorised to proceed 
with the neceseary work, tho amount 
e;<pended thereon to he refunded to her 
at such time ag the couDcil extends the 
Be'\er lieyond her properly, Alderman 
liarriaon objecting to thia course it was 
pointed out by several of the aldermen 
that aim ilar action had been taken by 
previoua councila iu like cases. 

The city council of New Wcatminstcr 
wrote enclosing copy of resolution 
paaaed by them in regard to the cesea 
lion of the Dominion grant to the Durcy 
island leper station , and the letter waa 
filed.

A.Jack wrote drawing the attention 
oi the council to the unworkmanlike 
manner in whiidi some of the city orn- 
ployees had left the clay alon<; hia fence 
alter doing some drain work, and the 
matter was referred to tho city engineer 
with inslnicLioiie to have the matter 
complained of remedied imniedintely ; 
and a letter from I'.iahop Cridge to the 
same cU'ect waa dealt witii in a similar 
man ner. 

Tlio appointment of J. Whiteavea as 
caretaker of the Isolation hospital was 
confirmed. A property owner on the 
Esquimau road asked that surplus water 
aipoa Ilia land should be removed and 
proper drains put in, hut Aid. Kinsman 
pi)inted out that the i>roperty referred 
tci waa oidy a vacant lot situato in what 
iiif.l to he called Skinner's Bottom and 
ttiat it wu.M iiuiioseiblo fi>r anything to bo 
ilona to remedy it. The clerk was iu> 



structed to write in reply that the coun- 
cil were unable to do anything in the 
matter. 

■ The market clerk reported tho receipts 
for the mouth of August which waa re- 
ceived and filed. Incidentally it waa 
mentioned that some of the producers of 
vegetables had been asking that the by- 
law for regulating the hours during 
which the Chinese peddlers should be 
allowed to peddle ahould be enforced, 
but the Mayor aaid he waa informed the 
farmers were not producing sufficient to 
supply the demands and until they 
could, he would not be a party to pre- 
venting the people who wished to do so, 
from getting their vegetables from China- 
men. Aid. Partridge cbnflrmed His 
Worship in thia and the matter dropped. 

A petition signed by forty-four resi- 
dents of Jamea Bay district was received 
in which complaints were made of the 
nuisance created by the Chemical worka, 
the fumea from which were destroying 
vegetation and causing much discom- 
fort to tho reaidenta of that vicinity. 
Ilia Worship eaid that even whore he 
lived the nuisance waa occasionally 
almost unl)earable, and several of tho 
tldernien followed in the same strain. 
It was finally decided to refer the mat- 
ter to the sanitary inspector with in- 
structions to do whatever was possible to 
abate the nuisance, it being pointed out 
that the company are thomselvea doing 
everything they can to prevent the state 
of things complained of, and have spent 
a good deal ot money in trying to over- 
come it. 

Some of the residents on the south 
aide of North Park street asked for a new 

aidewalk to replace the one laid down at 
the coat of the property orv^nera twenty- 
three yeara ago, which is now very rot- 
ten. The matter waa referred to the 
street committee for report. 

Tendera for the building of a new 
chimney at the city hall and other re- 
pairs according to apecificationa were 
then read as follows: H. .1. Nott, if 145 ; 
Bishop it Sherbourne, $205; George 
Mann, .$'224; S. E. Mathews, *ltj5; T. 
Donovan, .f 180.25; T. Tubman, iflS!); 
and George H. Moore, $11)0. The con- 
tract waa awarded to Jl. J. Nott, hia 
tender being the lowest received. 

The reports of the fire wardens and 
the street lighting committeo were read 
and adopted. Mr. McMicking's ofTer to 
supply aecond-hand arc lamps at $22.50 
each being recomtnendetl by the latter 
committee to tho approval of the 
council. 

On the report of the street committee 
being read .Vldennan Harrison aaked the 
Mayor whether there was any uae for a 
street committee or not. It seemed to 
him that there was none, for if they or- 
dered such a simple thing as the removal 
of a few stones oil' tho roadway, which 
wouki not coat more than ifo or |(>, it 
could not be done. The Mayor replied 
that, in the case mentioned, he hatl no 
knowledge what tlie coat would be, and 
though he had refused to have the order 
carried out, it waa because of the 
principle involved, and because he could 
not allow the appropriations to be ex- 
ceeded. Some sharp exchanges took 
place on the subject. Aid. Kinsman par- 
ticularly referring to the waste of $90 a 
month paid to a man in that department 
who does nothing, but.\ld. Stewart came 
to the defence of the employee referred 
to, saying that he personally knew he 
did good work, and he (Aid. Stewart) was 
prepared to i)rove it, and Aid. Harrison 
agreed. Aid. Hall thought it a hardahip 
that the .•fh for removing the atonea on 
the Dallas road was not granted, and 
Aid. Harriaon threatened to resign un- 
less they were removed. 

The report of the finance committee, 
recommending the return of moneys 
paid by certain purchasera of lots sold 
for arrears of taxes in 18'JG, pursuant to 
the judgment of Mr. Justice Drake, 
called lorth some complaint from Aid. 
Kinsman; but the matter being ex- 
plained by the mayor, the report waa 
adopted. 

The council adjourned at 0.45 p.m.. 
Aid. Hall saying he had been to Xa- 
naimo and wanted to yet home early.

Co THE Editob:— The above classical 
quotation will be peculiarly applicable 
to British Columbians if they will not 
recognize and face the fact that the only 
way to secure the trade and develop tho 
Yukon country ia by the construction of 
a railway fron'i some point on tho coast 
of British Columbia through to Dawson 
City via Gleuora on the Stickeen river. 

From Mr. Ogilvie'a valuable report, 
and from reliable private information, 
there ia no reasonable doubt that largo 
deposits of low grade free milling quartz 
exist in tho Upper Yukon country, and 
this together with the rich placer mines 
already found, and the strong probabil- 
ity of further discoveries, almost guar- 
antees the " expectation of life" for tho 
Yukon gold miner to be at least fifty 
years, and a conservative estimate of the 
mining population of the country in- 
cluded in the Skeena, Cassiar, Omineca 
and Britiah Yukon districts would be 
fifty thouaand men. Under existing con- 
ditions the cheapest way to get Bupplica 
into the Klondyko country is by St. 
Michaela and the Yukon river. The 
Stickeen autl Tealin lake route ia "not 
ia it" until a railroad is built from 
Glenora to Teslin lake, aa tho following 
figures plainly show :

Dr. Dawson remains for a time in 
Victoria, and will no doubt render efli- 
cient service in the entertainment of the 
other members of the association who 
are expected to arrive in the city within 
the next day or two. 

'I'lie departing members were a unit in 
expressing themselves as being dePglited 
with their visit to Victoria, and many 
were the compliments paaaed ui)on tho 
rceeution given them and the jdeasttre 
en joyed during their stay in tho city. 
Mr. Grillith, eecretary of tho association, 
says that he will long remember tho 
kindness and hospitality met with by 
him on this trip to British Columbia, 
and that he will look forward with plea- 
sure to another visit to the province.

The only advantage tho Stickeen route 
has over the Yukon, as a set oil' a>;aiii8t 
the extra live cents per pound, ia that 
the former route ia available for a boat 
one month longer than the latter. The 
two largo trading companies on the 
Yukon river are not asleep, already they 
are proclaiming that they will 
have twenty boats on the Yukon 
next season, with accommodation 
for 200 to 400 passengers each, 
and this year they have three steamers 
running from St. Michaela to Dawson 
City, the steamer Weare alone carrying 
from four to five hundred tons each trip. 
IHour can be sold by these companies at 
Dawson City for ^4 per sack of 50 
))Oiinds, 6Ui!u'r for $10 per lUO pounda, 
and all siipidiea at relatively low prices. 
These facts ahould convince any hueinesa 
man that to shi)) supplies by any route 
other than the Yukon would incur bank- 
ruptcy. I see Cai)tain John Irving, with 
Ills usual forethought and enterprise, ia 
making preparations to handle some of 
the large quantity of freight that will 
surely be oU'eriiig by the Yukon route 
next season. J<;ven with a railway from 
from Glenora to Teslin lake, and admit- 
ting that transportation across this line 
would cost only a quarter of a cent 
per pound, freight through would cost 
six and a quarter cents aa against 
live cents, with three handlings against 
one by the Yukon. It ia out of the 
(luestion to suppose that Victoria, or any 
of the B. C. Coast cities, will derive much 
benefit from any of the other routes, the 
principal of which are the Dalton trail, 
Dyea and White Pass, and if our gov- 
ernments grant charters to any railroad 
passing through the atrip of .American 
territory in Eastern Alaska, they will l)o 
playing into the hands of our competi- 
tors and depriving us of our legitimate 
and indisputable rights. 

In March of this year the writer, with 
three Indiana, went through on anow- 
ahoes from the head of ocean steamboat 
navigation, on Kitimaat Inlet, to Kit- 
selass canyon, on the Skeena river, a 
distance of about flfty-flve miles, and 
through a wide, level valley the whole 
way. It seema almost incredible that 
tho wide and lofty coast range, which 
for 1,000 miles of the coast of Hrilish 
Columbia and Alaska, from Vancouver 
to Cliilcat, presents almost insurmount- 
able difUcultiea for road construction, 
ahould at this point Ije divided by an in- 
let and valley, the latter olli-ring the 
greatest facilities for railroad construc- 
tion, the grade being level and ground 
solid. At Sipkiow, or the Little Can- 
yon, nine miles below Kitaclaaa canyon, 
a span of 140 feet would cross the Skeena 
river, and from thence, either by way of 
the Kitsumkalem or Kitwangar and 
Kitwancool valleys, both wide and level, 
to the Upper Naas, and on through a 
level country to • a point at Glenora, 
on the Stickeen, and connecting 
with the Glenora and Teslin lake 
routiA. 1 estimate the distan(Hi from the 
head of ocean steamboat navigation on 
ICitunaat inlet to the Stickeen to be liso 
miles, allowing 10 per.cent. for curves, 
etc., would bring it up to :10S nub's. 
Glenora to Tealin lake, 150 miles; Teslin 
lake to Dawson City, <itlO niiloH, or 
through from Kitimaat to Dawson City 
about 1,050 miles. 

The Yukon river ia navigable for about 
three months and the Stickeen and 
Hootalinqua rivers for about four nmnth a 
each year, la it reasonable to suppoae 
that a restless and energetic community 
of 50,000 people will be content to be 
shut out from civilization for eight 
months out of the twelve? Tho north- 
ern portion of liritiah Columbia and the 
whole of the Xortliwest Territory is pre- 
eminently a s,teiiiu-power country. The 
mighty rivers and numerous water 
courses ari3 frozen solid for ei^^llt months 
m the year and steam and electricity 
will be wdtliout doubt the motive i)owers 
for mills and transportation. The iron 
horse, available the whole y(!ar round, 
will solve the problem of transportation 
to ice-bound Klondyko, and although 
for the few short Hummer months 
the magnilicent waterway of the Yukon 
Stickeen, Lewis and Hootaliuqua rivers 
are navigable for stern-wheel ateamers, 
British Golumbiana aiid Americans alike 
will bo forced to acknowledge that a 
through railroad, and that alone, will 
satisfy the progressive Anglo- Saxon race, 
(leHtine'd ere long to people British Col- 
umbia and the Northwest Territory. It 
is indeed a glorious outlook, and it be- 
hooves idl Britiah Columbiana to urge 
tho Provincial and Dominion govern- 
menta to see to it that we dn not lose our 
heritage. It is beyond iloubt that from 
the head of Kitimaat Iidet to Daweon 
City tho lino would go through a miner- 
al country tho whole way. Fine and 
coarao gold baa been found on all creeks 
prospected, and large and .promi£|^ng 
ledges of silver and gold-coi)pier nree^s- 
iit in the Skeena country, from KltselaHs 
toKuldo, near the headwaters. Men 



who years ago, during the Cassiar ex- 
citement, took loaded pack-traina and 
bands of cattle through from Hazelton, 
on the Skeena, to tho Caaaiar mines, told 
tho writer that they never travelled 
through a more a more promising look- 
ing country for gold. 

What will it cost? And " what will 
the harvest be?" are tho questions that 
force thenieelvea upon na. The coat of a 
railroad from Kitimaat through to Daw- 
aon City would probably be a trifle of 
twelve or fifteen millions. No blnll'a, no 
tunnids, no snowsheds, no bad crossings, 
a level country with abundance of tim- 
ber, must suiely mean cheap construc- 
tion, but of thia 1 am not qualified to 
give an opinion. Of tho " harvest " we 
can all judge, taking the low estimate of 
60,000 people for say the first twenty or 
thirty years of the twentieth centuiy. 
Thia would mean at least an inward 
yearly freight traOSc of 75,000 tons in- 
cluding machinery, tools, and supplies, 
at.tliO per ton or three cents per jjound. 
Railroad men can figure out what 
that comes to. Let cattle men estimate 
the amount of beef that would be con- 
sumed yearly by such an army of 
hungry miners and let them bear 
in mind that a Bplendi<i trail 
with feed all tho way exiata from the 
Cariboo wagon road at Fcjrt Alexander, 
or the mouth of tjueanello, through tho 
Xa Chaco and llayudget valleys to Skee- 
na river, and on which cattle could bo 
driven and gain in weight every day. 
.And what about the passenger traffic, 
when by going on board one of the C. P. 
M. Go's Bwift and palatial (to be built) 
steamers at Victoria, and enjoying the 
run of 84 or 30 hours through unaur- 
pnssed scenery to the head of Kitimaat 
Inlet, there stepping into a Pullman and 
in two days nmre atepping off on the 
platform at Dawson Cily, three and one- 
half days in all from N'ictoria. How is 
that for liigli, ye tenderfeet, who funk 
the White and Dyea passes because you 
have to wade through a few miles of mud 
up to your Mackimics? With audi fa- 
cilitiea what would be the tourist travel 
alone to the land of the midnight sun 
and gold? The yearly output from the 
placer and quartz mines would all ho 
shipped by one Britiah Columbia 
through line; all miners coming out 
with or without their piles would 
surely patronize us, and as from Mr. 
t)gilvie'8 report and other sources, we 
know that large deposits of free gold 
quartz exist, the concentrates from 
which, probably going from 4 percent, 
to S) per ceut., would all have to be 
shipped for treatment to tha Coast. The 
concentrates from one small mill of 30 
stamps crushing 100 tons a day would 
mean a ehii>meiit of from four to nine 
tons per day, according to percentage. 
One could go on ad libitum enumerating 
t!ie blessings of the through B. C. rail- 
road. Already thia letter approaches it 
in length ; but if it will assist in attract- 
ing the attention of British Columbiana 
ami the government to the vital impor- 
tance of a through line, and the great 
natural facilities of the Kitimaat, Stick- 
een, Tealin Lake route, it will have ful- 
filled its mission. There is ample time 
this fail for a rough survey to be made 
from Kitimaat to Naas river. 

Let the provincial government bonus 
or, better still, build one-third of the 
road and demand that the Dominion 
government, as some return for the mil- 
lions they are taking from us in taxation, 
complete the remainder, and all will be 
well. 

Depend upon it that this railroad would 
build up Victoria and Vancouver to a far 
greater extent than any railro.id to 
Kooteiiay. Tho liasi ami South claim 
the lion's ahare of Kootenay trade, but 
the wealth of Northern British Colum- 
bia ami tho Northwest Territory is " our 
very own," and is no " poor thing," but 
a damsel, cold indeed and not lii,'lilly to 
be won, but whose raiments are wrought 
in needlework of pure gold.

XIio Larrikhi Is tlio .Ho it Dermucd X03£;a 
la tho V. orld. 

A gentlom.^n in Melbouri:o pnvo rrc 
tliis etymology of the word "larrikin," 
nnd as it seems a reasonable origin I am 
"willing to neeept it; In tho early days, 
when the galdfields of tho colony ol 
Victoria attracted to Melbourne the 
world's adventurers, lawlessness wbe 
the rule, nnd the authorities of the cap- 
ital city had their hands full keepiiif; 
their own eitizons, ;is v,-ell as their vis- 
itors, in order. Ono night an Irish po- 
liceman arrcslied two drunken lawbreak- 
ers, but when, tho nest morning, he 
came to give his evidence before the 
magistrate his anger against tho pris- 
oners had softened into compassion. 

"Sure, yer honor," ho said, "th; 
byes wasn't so bad at all, at all." 

"What did they do?" asked the mag- 
istrate. 

"Kothin, sorr, except that they was 

just hirrykiu" (meaning larking). 

"Well, I'll give them a week as lar- 
rikins," said tho judge, and with tbi;' 
tho distinctive name of tho world '.s 
most contemptible oatlaw and black- 
guard began. 

Those who havo scon Chevalier in 
his coster costume can form a good idea 
of tho dress of tlie Sydney larrikin. A 
tnuie, covered with buttons; a collar- 
less shirt, with a gaudy neckerchief; ii 
soft gray hat, and tight hipped, bell 
bottnined trousers, make up tlio di>:- 
tiuctivo uniform of tho larrikiu. lin 
femalo companion, whom Jio calls "ma 
donah," probably for tho Italian "mu- 
donnn," dresses, save as to tho liead, 
which is usually bare, in loud priiii.= 
and with a barbaric fondness for gliir- 
iiiR red.s. 

These ])enplo Imvo not only a distinct 
costti;uo, of whicii they aro proud, but 
tliey aro fast developing a distinct pa- 
tois that is particularly rich in perver- 
sions, vulgarity and a profanity that 
wtjuld shock the soul of tho most con- 
finued religious skeptic. 

Tho larrikin works by fits. In a laud 
where every villago has its raen truck, 
und racing to occupies tlio thoughts of 
tho peoplu as to seem like a great na- 
tional iuduBtry, tbi.s outlaw llouri.she.s 
iu tlio vicinity of stables and is evei 
strikingly iu evideiico at all tho race 
courses, from the private run at Bondi 
to tho great aunntil event of "tho Mel- 
bouruo cup, ' ' which comes off overy No- 
veniber, and ranks nest to the English 
Derby and tl;e French Grand Prix in 
tiui v.'orld'.s races. 

About tho "pulilic.')" or bars the lar- 
rikin and iii;i vulgar voiced consort are 
often tn be found. At times ho rises tc 
tho digiiily of ;i landlord or a jocki'v. 
In the lirst instance lie is ever at odd.'- 
with the law, und in the last ho i.s al 
Vv'ays regarded as a purchasable fat;tnv. 
If not in open deliunco, tho larrikin 
certainly lives iu undisguised contempt 
for tho law and its servants. If tho jiii) 
evur meant a degradation to him, tin 
day is past. His education is not coni- 
plfto till bo has v.'on a prison garb. He 
lills the jails and penitentiaries of the 
c'liloiiies ^vhilo ho is iu health, and he 
crowds the hospitals and ulmshouscs iu 
disease and old ago. 

Unlike the American tough, hciodlnin 
or desijcrtulo, the larrikiu never carrii's 
concealed wca^ioiis, but ho is none tin 
les.s reckless ot life and cruel in iiis in- 
stincts. AltJiough descended froiu a 
bravo and virile race, this creature i- 
osseutially cowardly. If ho attacks a 
poiicefnl citizen to secure booty or to 
gr:itify malice, ho fights by surpri.'-e, 
givis no chance for resistance, and in- 
variably has tho backing of assooiatc's. 
Hu will not shoot or stub, bat ho will 
use it sandbag from behind, or slay a 
iiKin by means of a stono in the too of a 

KtOckilli,'. 

The larrikin's contempt for the moral 
law p.isses all belief. The stories told 
of his oileusvs may not bo true, but tin y 
could net liave been coined without :i 
good foundation in fact or oontinm i; 
with disgusting variations if his lift 
did not justify tlioiu. 

Dcgraiied tliough tlie American rt^f- 
fian is, the lueanest of them has cbivul 
no im])ul.ses where women are coucern 
ed, .-lud the lowest Bowery tough will 
give liis scat, rrqjdiq- ;i favor or raisn bi^ 
liat to ii:u' cf the <itlier SI x; butoflhis 
rt tiecniiiig feature the larrikiu is entire- 
ly incanaljle. 

Three years ago whipping was intro- 
duced in tho jails of Now South Wale.--, 
and for awBilo this form of pnmshnient 
served as ti deterrent, but after u lime 
tho relcaseii larrikins came out to ovlnii- 
it tho tnu'ks of the whip on their back'- 
with tho pridu of tho veteran showiiiv, 
his scars, and now, it is said, the larri- 
kin's standing among his fellows ii; 
measured by the lashes he has endured.

While a whis- 
pered consultation ia held between the 
occupants of the small boat, which waa 
the only chance of release from their 
involuntary confinement, the three mea 
who from their expressions felt tha6 
they were being made to suffer bard- 
ahips they should not be expected to pat 
up with, in a few huiried sentences 
stated that the Eogene had cut adrift; 
from the Bristol about two hours dis- 
tant from harbor and had disappeared in 
the darknees.. But at this moment, 
while Van Nest and hia companions in 
distress are using all their powers 
of eloquence to persuade the ob- 
durate lioatnian to take them 
ashore the stern voice of Cap- 
tain Jlclntyre asked whose boat 
is that which has ventured so near to 
tlie forbidden ground ol the steamer 
under his command. The iiilormatioa 
being given and a request preferred that 
the occupants might be allowed to board 
tho Bristol the captain refused the per- 
mission asked, and proved himself an- 
commnuicative upon tlie state of thin^ 
aboard. The Eugene, he says, " broke 
adrift in the fog, and he had no informa- 
tion to impart in regard to anythina. 
But as the conversation was being con- 
ducted under dffhculties another boat 
was seen to be making its way around 
the etern of the Brislol conveying to 
shore the purser and several others. 

In the meantime the passengers, who 
bad been willing and anxious to give 
tho story of their condition and griev- 
ances, had slunk away frooi the sideof 
the ship and are no more to be seen; 
and though the minutes glided rapidly 
away there was no sign of their re- 
apiiearance. 

This much, however, has been learned. 
The passengers claim that the threat was 
made to convey them to St. Michael's 
and " dump " them lliere without aav 
likely iiieane of continuini; their journey 
or returning to tfio point of departure, 
and tuider the streps of circumMancea; 
they IkuI eiuned a document forfeiting 
all their right to recoiii pei se for the ia- 
couvenienoes and liisnppointmente to 
whicli they have been subject, 'The air 
of mystery, clearly evinced that an un-.- 
pleasantneEB existed on board. Until 
tlio true details areobtainable from both 
aides it is difficult to estimate the ex- 
tent of the disall'riction that existB. It 
may be that the reports being received 
from the captain and the case of those 
who feel themselves aggrieved, being 
placed before the gentlemen who are at 
the head of tho enterpriKo, those d\(&- 
culties nnty be fouiid to be eaBy of 
remedy even as tin- fancied grieviuices 
of Eonie ili.saiijieiired lii^i:eaLli the fair 
treatment of thoBi^ some uentlenien be- 
fore the eliij) left the harbor a week :i<;o. 

The feature which will perliapa pre- 
sent the moat serious B8])eot is the 
strange disiippoarance of the much 
wanted bkigene at so convenient a point 
on her homeward journey. VVhether 
she accidentally broke looae from her 
companion, will no doubt be investi- 
gated by the authorities, but the im- 
presBion irresistibly borao into the 
minds of those wlio ;i])|)roaolied the 
Bristol this morning, and field that 
harried and wbisiiered conversation 
with the iiasBengers who expreesed 
tbemselvee with an air of grim deter- 
mination, waa that the triji begun under 
the unf!ivi3rable eondilioiis of delay and 
(lisapiiointnient, contiimed nndeV the 
disadvantages which Jiave been reported 
from tho points of call, baa ended in 
dire disaeter for those men who find 
tliemselves lo-day far away from home, 
out of pocket, disappointed and bitterly 
incensed. 

It is to be hoped that a dill'erent int- 
preesion may he gained as the whole of 
the details are learned, and in the mean- 
time it is certain that no effort will be 
spared on the part of the local agents to 
make amends For all leaeosable loss tbat 
may have ensued upon this abandon- 
ment of a trip which was conceived in 
llio most favorable conditions and 
which promifed so well in its inception.

To THE Editor :— I thinlc you deeer 
the congratulationa of Canadiana for^ ,^15^^ 
very excellent map you have pu' J•^^l^Q^l 
Bhowing the different routes ^j^g 
i'ukoii district. Tho map is '•_j,i;yticnlaily 
uoticeablo owing to your ha- ^-^g jQcimJed 
and diBtinotly marked ' ^ iRritiffh terri- 
tory all land within the ' jijuiindaTy claimed 
by Great Britain. ' £f,,f. map will be 
widely appreciated this account. No 
other publisher' j(j^g^aqpmiti)iaeBBeutial 
point. The ' iti>orioaii mapa naturally 
ignore the ^jrifiah line absolutely, and 
iit fact r/iaco tho American boundary 
line an-.fwbe(re between the summit of 
the Cl'iilcoot pass and Tagieh lake. And 
unfo/tatiately Canadian luaps show the 
Aniericam territory aa being well inaido 
oi the British contention. This is a 
vronKidea. We are entitled to claim 
and jnark on our maps the territory as 
claimed by Great Britain until arbitra- 
tion lias proved the contrary. Your line 
ia the true line, and there is no doubt at 
all when the disputed territory ia defin- 
itely fixed Ijoth Dyea and Ska^way will 
be in liritidh territory. In fact it is even 
likely to include territory still further 
south. The moat generous reading of the 
old treaty cannot under any reasonable 
construction place tho American lino 
further inland than Pyramid Harbor, 
just aouth o£ the Chilcat inlet; there- 
fore both Dyea and Skagvfay may be ac- 
cepted as British territory. 

Thoee two points are of some value be- 
cause, being at the head of deep salt 
water, they really eonstitute the only 
approaches to the headwaters of the 
Yukon. Not that it matters much to 
businesB men whether the Yukon is ap- 
proached through American territory or 
not, it being a (lueation simply of cheap- 
est transportation. 

But it will allay the apprehensions of 
those exceedingly patriotic people who 
are clamoring for " an all-Canadian 
route " when, if the American conten- 
tion be upheld, none exists on the coast. 
The only " all-Canadian route" ia via 
Kdinonton, tho Peace and J^tiird rivers 
to the Pelly, and a company, of which 
the Hon. Mr. Pugsley ia the solicitor, is 
applying for incorporation to construct a 
railway via these points. The Echnon- 
ton Bulletin is strongly advocating the 
route, and influential repreBeiitutiona

If the Lynn canal does not 
get a railway now It never -will because 
private enterprise will never construct 
it. The coast cities have one chance of 
securing iiermanently the great trade of 
the Yukon. It ia naturally tlmira and 
far more easy to get than tho triide of 
Kootenay. They will practically be 
without a single competitor. Seattle 
and 'Frisco cannot i>iiy duty and com- 
pete. AA\ that ia needed ia a rail-way 
open all the year round and this can 
only be had via the hynn canal.

Therefore, 
for "an all-Canadian route," a cry 
which originated, I think, on the Coast, 
we are reduced to the Kdmonton pro- 
ject, which baa been both atrengtbeued 
and encouraged by the " patriotic " cry 
which has arisen on the Coast. If, of 
course, the Coaat citiea wish to cut their 
own throats by advocating " an all- 
Canadian route," when none exists on 
the Pacific (if, aa I have stated, the Am- 
erican claim be upheld) , they will only 
have tlieiiiselvea to blame if the jjrairie- 
Peace River route be adopted.
